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SOVIKT POLICY RISKY 
The vclvct-Blovo and mailed- list npproach- 
eS to internntional rclntlons nrc nnt new. But 
both arc seldom used at Iho same time, a.-; the 
Soviet Rovernmenl Is dolnR now In the con- 
tcit over Berlin. 

The velvet Riove lias been employed In the 
Moscow talk-s on Germany, and In the mili- 
tary Rovernors' meetlnR.-i In Berlin, RcporUt of 
apreemcnt from both conference.^ hinted at 
a IlfthiR of the blockade. But Juiit when the 
end of the wninRle .seemed In -ilRht, the nus- 
slnns put the Iron rIovc on the other hand. 
They took Berlin's city hall, held cltlzen.s of 
the western natlonR prl.soner there, kidnaped 
west-sector German policemen, and boRan 
harassing "air maneuvers" on a large scale 
In the western air corridors. 

The Berlin blockade was a surprise move 
which, for all Its transparent excuse.":, was 
effective lor a time. It exploited Ru.'isla's 
Beographlcal advantage.! In trying to force 
the western powers out of Berlin or to make 
them give up the Idea of a west German rov- 
crnment. But the Soviet leaders learned that 
the Americans and British were going 
through with the air lift, so Russlo took a 
now tack. 

I That tack carried the Soviets over a fam- 
iliar course. The pattern of "demonstratlon.-i" 
followed by strong-arm stuff was not new. 
It had been used In all the satellite countries 
and In Russia Itself at the time of the revolu- 
tion. And it had worked to Russian advantage 
Jn the past. Now It remains to be seen how 
effective It will be In Germany. For Ger- 
many offers the kromlln quite a deferent 
problem. 

In the commimlflt conquesLi since the tfll7 
revolution the oppailtlon ha.i been physically 
weak. The mere threat of force was enough, 
except In Finland's case. Thus the commun- 
ists could Indulge In such window dressing as 
calling the opposition criminals, and traitors, 
and purging the opposition's leaders through 
rigged trials. 

In Berlin, however, there are the reprc- 
ecntatlves and troops of three other nations. 
Their actual physical strength Is also meager. 
Yet,thC50 token forces are backed by a po- 
tfcntlal''. strength that gives the Rusalana 
pause . 

Because of that potential strength the 
communist opposition In Germany Is less 
timid that it was In the conquered Balkan 
countries. And certainly the present Russian 
tactlC5 have done nothing to decrease that 
opposition. Attempted starvation, kldnap- 
Ings. beatings and general harassment are 
scarcely the best methods to win friends and 
Influence people. 

In the earlier use of these tactics, the Hus- 
sions were brow-beating frightened popula- 
tions. Now they are risking war. It Is not 
likely that the Kremlin wants war. The 
velvet-glove aspect of its policy suggests that, 
At the same time It will probably hluii and 
bluster to the limit of safety. 

The question Is where that limit lies. Scuf- 
fles and stage-managed riots, complete with 
armed soldiers, could explode In a manner 
. that the Russian loaders have not planned. 
They would do well to reflect that World war 
I was .ntarted by one shot from the pistol of 
an unknown and forgotten man. 



LESSON IN AIR POWER 
American B-29s and British wartime bomb- 
ers came off. second best in the war games 
over Elngland. Attack after attack was in- 
tercepted by RAF Jet fighters. In one force 
of 40 bombers, 24 were theoretically shot 
down. 

Three years ago those same bombers repre- 
sented the ultimate in active combat air 
power. Their unmatched might number 
threw a tremendous weight on the scales of 
victory. Today they seem obsolescent, at the 
least. 

British air officers said the demonstrations 
satisfied them that their defenses were sound. 
But, important as that la, air defense Is only 
one arm of a nation's security. The lesson 
that these war games taught will surely not 
be lost on our own defense department. It 
emphasizes the painful, costly, urgent neces- 
sity of developing offensive air power that 
can hold its own.
